Grand Electric Storm. 


About one o’clock on Tuesday morning 
Atlanta was visited with one of the grandest 
and most terrible electric storms ever wit- 
nessed in this locality, attended by a heavy 
fall of rain. ‘The lightning was vivid, an 
es one grand sheet of electric flame 
lighting up the whole city with a brilliancy 
sufficient to write by. The scene was awe- 
inspiring, and brought to remembrance the 
language of the psalmist: ‘The voice of thy 
thunder was in the heaven; the lightnings 
lightened the world ; the earth trembled and 
shook,.”’ 
The glare of the electric fluid permeated 
the atmosphere, blinding, dazzling and shak- 
ing the nerves of the boldest. I'he rever- 
berations of the thunder shook the hills with 
a noise more terrific than Sherman’s bom- 
bardment of Atlanta. The lightnings flashed 
and played on tin roofs and along the wires, 
while the peals of thunder deafened the ears 
and confused the minds of the people. 
The very flood-gates of the skies seemed 
turned loose, for the rain came, not in drops, 
but in sheets. It is impossible for pen to 
portray, or artist to depict, the storm in its 
grandeur. Each individual man or woman 
who beheld it stood awed before {ts majesty, 
and terror stricken at its wer. Young 
maidens rushed in dishabille from their own 
rooms to others for protection, and young 
men sought the protecting care of feather 
beds. 
Fearful as was the sight, we have heard 
of no loss of life or property. A bolt struck 
a gutter of the Air Line House, flattening 
the gutter for some distance. Another 
struck and shattered a tree on Decatur 
street ; another broke a hole in a window on 
the third floor of Kiser’s building, and sev- 
eral other smaller accidents are reported. 
At the National Hotel the fluid ran down 
the wires of the Southern and Atlantic Tel- 
egraph Company, into the office, pop- 
ping like guns. This created a stam- 
ede among the colored porters, but 
VY. D. Wylie stood to his post like a 
veteran, though shocked by the fluid, and 
wondering, watched it in its fiery antics. 
Many informed us yesterday that they 
really thought that every house had been 
struck, and half the people killed. To others 
it appeared a type of that great day when 
the firmament shall melt with fervent heat 
and the eaath like wax before the flame® 
And yet, after all, it illustrated the couplet: 
“Ye fearful souls fresh courage take; 

The clouds ye so much drea 
Are big with mercy, and will break 

With blessings on your head.”’ 
Yes, that electric storm was the best 
Board of Health Atlanta ever had, and fur- 
nished a cheaper and more efficient system 
of water-worke for the time being than any 
other system. 
The equilibrium of electricity, so essential 
to the salubrity of the atmosphere, was re- 
stored; the nee of the atmosphere were 
intermixed by the agitation; the vapors of 
the atmosphere, and with them the noxious 
exhalations, were taken to the earth and 
absorbed, and contributed largely to the 
formation of ozone which imparts correct- 
ive and restorative properties to the air. 
The gutters and sewers were thoroughly 
and effectually cleansed. Truly, then, in 
the language of Job, ‘‘God thundereth 
marvellously with his voice; great things 
doeth he, which we cannot comprehend.” 
The thunder which terrifies is caused by 
the vibrations of the airas it collapses and 
seeks to restore its own equilibrium’ 
We know not what electricity is, but we 
know that it is the most powerful agent 
known to man. On the Ist of August, 
1846, St. George’s Church, Leicester, was 
struck by lightning, witha force equal to 
more than 1,2000 horse power. The force of 
ghteing has been wed to be equal to 
the raising of ,000,000 pounds one 
foot in a minute, equal to. the 
united power of twelve of our 
largest steamers, having collectively twenty 
four engines of 500-horse power each. Its 
velocity is so —_ that it would travel 
round the world eight times in a minute. 
This is a terrible power, and yet how few

Mr. Tweed, Don- 
ohue asserts, has never yet waited on a 
patient, and all stories of his fatherly 


with patient applications of water must 
be set down to the imaginations of writers 
who have had imperfect aad unreliable 
sources of information. His duties are 
performed by one of the convalescent in- 
mates of the hospital. The record of 
medicines ordered daily, however, is duly 
entered in his little book. He records 
them once every two weeks from the doc- 
tor’s book, which is left with him for 
that purpose. Sometimes this duty be 
cues Whsoeany — is omy ye As, for 
example, when the grand jury was @Xx- 
ted to make their last visit Mr. 
weed’s book had not been written up 
for four or five weeks. Mr. Donohue’s 
book, however, was browght into requi- 
sition, and Mr. Tweed copied the curi- 
ous characters of the apothecary’s table 
from it, until he had brought up his rec- 
ord to the date of the visit. 

Mr. Tweed rises about seven o’clock in 
the morning, and after reading the morn- 
ing newspapers, of which he takes six, 
goes to breakfast. This involves a pleas- 
ant walk of a little less than a quarter of; 
a mile to the Warden’s house. After eng 
joying the sociability of the Warden's 
table until about nine o’ctock he returns 
to his dungeon. The dungeon, mean- 
time, has been carefuly put in order by 
one of the prison chambermaids, At 
9:30 o'clock his private secretary reports 
to him, and Mr. Tweed transacts busi- 
ness with him, and converses with other 
visitors who may call until 1 o'clock. 
Then he leaves his dungeon and takes a 
leisurely promenade to the Warden's 
house again, where his mid-day meal is 
taken, followed by a siesta, which lasts 
until 8 or 4 o'clock. His supper is 
brought down in a basket, by a prisoner 
employed in tne Warden’s house, about 
6 o'clock, and given tothe night watch- 
man of the prison, who sends it up stairs 
to his room. 

On neither of the occasions of leaving 
the prison for his meals is he accompani- 
ed by a keeper. The Commissioners, Mr, 
Donohue says, evidently have perfect 
faith that he will not try toescape, There 
is nothing to prevent his escape toa tug 
boat, scores of which are passing every 
day, and before the alarm would be giv- 
en he might be on board of some outward 
bound steamer. Being convicted only of 
a misdemeanor he could not be extradit- 
ed and his capture would be impossible. 
Mr. Tweed is waited upon every day 
by his sons, who bring him wines, liquors, 
and all the delicacies of the season, of 
which he always has an assortment. 
James Carey, the hero of the bogus ex- 
press company. who was sentenced a 
few {months ago, performs the duties 
of a valet for him. He blacks his 
boots, keeps his room in order; and in 
general makes him comfortable. The 
furniture of — the “dismal room 
that overlooks the river to the east is of 
French walnut. There is a cabinet wash- 
stand, a desk, and three or four chairs, 
all of the same handsome material. The 
ordinary prison bed consists of a straw 
mattress covered with one sheet. Mr. 
Tweed is forced to lie on a spring bed 
with two mattresses, a hair bolster and 
two feather pillows. There is a patch- 
work quilt and a white counterpane. A 
green rep sofa, which when ordered was 
found to be too large to be taken into his 
room, stands just outside, and serves as 
a convenient seat to lounge upon, remind- 
ing his callers of the old elegance that 
met their eye while they were cooling 
their heels in the ante-roomof the famous 
brown stone building on Broadway. A 
selection of standard books adorns the 
shelves of a commodious library, and the

and from the paralysis of the limbs she 
constantly used a crutch and cane to 
move about the house. There seemed to 
be no particular improvement in her case 
for the last three or four years; and hay- 
ing tried the best medical skill in Chieago 
without much benefit, she had about con- 
cluded that she was fated to live the long, 
helpless life of a paralytic. But seven 
years after the accident to a day, almost 
to a minute, she was fully in possession 
of health and vigor; and of the means to 
regain it let her own story tell. She says: 
‘On that day J was feeling much worse 
than usual, having less strength to walk, 
was more weak and desponding; but 
near night, after this day of sadness and 
gloom, the thought came to me sudden! 
and uliarly strong, that if I sho 
pray I could get help from a higher pow- 
er than human hands. I retired to an 
adjoining room, kneeled on one knee 
not being able to bend the other, and 
commenced to say the Lord’s Prayer 
and in doing so, to my surprise, I fou 
my jaws immediately opened, tongue un- 
loosed, and was yer d repeating the 
prayer. Frightened at the sound of my 
own voice arose, and crossing the 
room hurriedfy, forgot my crutch and 
cane, but soon learned that they were of 
no use to me, for strength was fully re- 
stored to my limb, and Poon walk and 
run even as well as I ever could.”

The Coffee Market. 


Among the leading articles of groceries 
nove have presented such opportunities for 
speculation du the past two or three 

ears as coffee. was thought to be a 
reason for advancing prices in the 

fact that the world’s consumption 

was outgrowing the world’s production. 
The stock of coffee in the principal Euro- 


tons, against 66,610 tons in 1873, and 
83,210 tens in 1872. On the first of July 
there was 83,600 tons, as contrasted wit 
74,400 tons in 1873, 76,000 tons in 1872, 95,000 
tons in 1871, 106,000 tons in 1870, and 98,600 
tone in 1860. An examination of the Dutch 
Trading Company’s prices, however, in the 
last three years mentioned and a com 
with the present prices, will show that there 
is not now a proper relation of prices as 
compared with stocks. In 1869 the price 
be . (Dutch yr, sssonen £3 wo agg rg = 
1861, 34)a35c. paratively, then, ‘the 
present price should be about 40c, inatéad 
of 60c., as were the quotations at the Dutch 
sale on the 24th ult. In gu of this view 
we refer to the well known fact that Dutch 
coffee were lately taken up by a powerful 

ulating ring and car to their present 
disproportionate price. 

An examination of our own stocks will 
show something similar. On June Ist our 
stock of all kinds of coffees at the six prin- 
cipal ports was 13,700 tons, against 9,000 
same time last year. On the Ist ty | we 
held 150,473 bags Rio coffee, against 97,506 
in 1873, while there are 35,252 bags afloat 
and 10,300 bags loadiug, making our total 
visible supply 196,025 8. Our total re- 
ceipts for the eleven months ending June 
lst were from Rio 72,400 tons against 83,000 
tons in 1873, from Santos 35,700 tons, nst 
29,000 in 1873; or, both together, 108,100 
tons this year, against 112 tons in 1873— 
not a very great falling off in receipts, while 
our stocks are much larger. How is it in 
prices here? On July 21, 1873, prime Rio 
coffee was selling at 19}c.; on July 21, 1874, 
the same grade is selling at 21$c.—just two 
cents higher, with larger stocks, and practi- 
cally no decrease in receipts. What is the 
reason ? Speculation and nothing else. Is 
there anything in the prospective crops to 
warrant such prices? The latest estimate 
of the new Rio crop is placed at three gnd 
a half millions of bags. The incoming Cey- 
lon crop, it is true, is a small one, byt that 
was known and made use of some months 
ago, while the prospective crop bids fair to 
exceed any of late years. 

We argue, therefore, from these acts that 
eoffee is now higher than it ought to be, and 
that while speculators may be _ strong 
enough to hold it where it 4 and even to 
advance it by spurts, it is unsafe in the re- 
tail trade to Joad themselves with stock. 
This was the adviee we gave the trade in 
our issue of June 27th, since when coffee 
has declined from one to two gents per 

und. We are aware that holders of cof- 
ee here and elsewhere will advise differ- 
ently, and we ourselves will regret to have 
legitimate holders suffer by a further de- 
cline, but we know, too, that our friends, 
the retailers, have light stocks, and that the 
holders will try to load them up quietly for 
their fall trade. It will be safe, in our opin- 
ion, to buy from hand to mouth, and if less 
is made, the risk of greater loss is avoided,

Angora Goat. 
| Territorial (Nev.) Enterprise, July 9. | 
A New York excange gives a glowing 
account of the success of naturalizing An- 
gora goats on the Pacific coast. ‘The ar- 
ticle is in main correct, except that the 
preference is given to California as the 
place where those animals thrive best. 
This is not true. California is too moist 
a country in winter, and to warm—at 
least in the valleys and foothills—in sum- 
mer, forthe raising of Angora goat to 
perfection. These animals can bear any 
amount of cold, and live on the roughest 
kind of food; but they cannot endure the 
the winter rains of California. After a 
few weeks old, in ordinary weather, they 
will get along well enough ; but a baby 
Angora is almost as helpless, and needs 
almost as much attention as a human 
baby, and one cold rain on a youngster of 
the mohair family is a finisher for him. 
Again, the staple of this goat is neither 
so long, fine, nor heavy in California as 
Nevada. ‘They are essentially an animal 
of high altitudes and do not seem to either 
thrive well or produce an average fleece 
near the level of the sea, even with 
the most faithfuland careful attendance. 
In Nevada they got along splendidly, 
and probably all over the Great Basin’ 
they will do well. The business of rais- 
ing these beantiful animals will doubt- 
less i: ¢ eae; reatly in thi,r gu awh nit 
gets to be better understood. ‘hose em- 
ployed in the business become wonderful- 
ly attaclred to their pets, for there is 
much difference between an Anzora and 
a common goatas there is between a four- 
mile blood horse, withhis grand ways, 
and a villianous broncho, or between a) 
rosy, radiant American girl befure a 
grand piano, and a moon-eyed pantaletted 
she-pagan thumping on a one-stringed 
banjo. Weheard, once, & man who 
owns a flock of Angoras expatiate about 
as follows: ‘Talked about your horses, 
your dogs, you canary birds, or even the 
common run of men and women;I tell 
you a pure Angora knows more than 
any of them; don’t you Jimmie ?” said he, 
aidressing a pet goat that stood near 
him, and Jimmie looked up wjth eyes 
like a deer’s, as if he undersotod and as- 
sented to the proposition.
